tion in Utah, Capt. Johnson conduct­ 
ed the negotiations resulting in their 
• settling on the Cheyenne river reser­ 
vation. 
He has considerable influ­ 
ence with the Indians and was as­ 
signed to the present task at the ur­ 
gent request of the Indian office.
